Whatever fault he had, and 
whatever biame belonged to him, no friend or 
foe could point them out half as readily as 
his truthful iagenuousness would admit and 
mourn them. Ile was ewifter than the accu- 
wrto accuse himneelf, and ever generous to 
faults of others; he was ever foremost to ac 
knowledge lis own

The new Constitution gives the Governor 
a legal adviser in the Attorney General. That 
Officer at present is H. P. Farrow. The Leg- 
islature, in the Appropriation Act, gave him 
$2,000 asa salary. The Governor vetoed 
that section. It was too littl. We are in- 
formed that in 1869 Colonel Farrow got 
$4,600 from the state Koad. In the same 
year Governor Bullock gave him 6,484 for 
his services as Attorney General, or $1,425 
more than the Legislature appropriated. 

In addition to this, the Governor, it seems 
who lacked eanfidgpce in the ability of his 
adviser, got sume other lawyers tg da the 
State's work 

He paid $14,580 to other attorneys to do 
the Attorney Geysral’s duties, chiefly in 1869. 

Since then he has paid out sama $8,951 
more to his stray lawyers, including a few 
proper fees to solicitors. 

Of this $8,951, the Attorney General, Mr. 
Farrow got $1,551 50, besides, as we under- 
stand it, a salary of $250 per month This 
leaves some $7,399 given to the outside law- 
yers to dy Varrow's work
